Officials Meet To Form Pro­ 
gram For Texas Conservation 


(Sail Antonio Light). 
M eeting at the St. Anthony Monday morning, officials of 
the Texas Conservation Association mapped out the details 
of 
their campaign which were not covered in the conference 
at 
Waco in August. 
Leonard Tiilotson, who was elec ted president 
of the association at Waco, presided over the m eeting which was 
attended by Representative Lee J. Rountree of Bryan, Senator 
T. J. Holbrook of Galveston, Porter Whaley, manager of the West 
Texas Chamber of Commerce; A. D. Jackson, secretary 
of the 
Brazos River Reclamation Association; W. D. Wilson, president 
of the Colorado River Improvement Association; J. W. Gaines of 
San Antonio and Homer D. Wade, secretary of the association. 
It is the purpose of this m eeting, Mr. Tiilotson said, to clear 
up the details of the organization which were not covered at the 
meeting held at Waco. 
First, it is necessary to arrange tin* state 
into districts in order to carry on the proper campaign, and then 
com es th* need of building a platform to work on. Before going 
to the state senate with this matter it is the intention of the as­ 
sociation to have their plans worked out in detail. 
The m ovem ent, Mr. Rountree said, is state-wide and is the 
outgrowth of such organization* as to Brazos River Reclamation 
Association, the Colorado River Flood 
Prevention 
Association 
and numerous other organizations which have sprung up in the 
region around the rivers of the state. 
In Mr. Rountree’s opinion 
it is the g re a te s t piece of progressive legislation that has ever been 
brought before the people of the state, and it is the opinion of all 
of the men who are taking active part in the movement that it 
will meet with the wholehearted support of every Texan. 
The object of the association is to secure scientific engineer­ 
ing information and legislation which will make possible the solv­ 
ing of the problem of reclaiming arid w aste of Texas and prevent­ 
ing the damage by flood of the rich agricultural regions, in the 
lower part of the state. 
It is stated that floods and the surplus 
water supply today constitute one of the greatest 
natural 
re­ 
sources of the state. To take advantage o these is the end looked 
for v the association. 
As the largest part of Texas is composed 
of screams’ watersheds it would be possible to conserve and util­ 
ize such waters at a comparatively small cost. 
Official m eas­ 
urements of flood and surplus surface water* show that there is 
an annual waste of three million acre feet of water. 
'I bis. mem­ 
bers of the association say. is an economic loss which 
seriously 
affects the entire stat© when it is considered that there are nu - 
lions of acres of w aste land in the upper reaches of th** streams 
watersheds that would become the most fertile in .the state ii 
if this waste water could be stored and turned into them. As it 
in. these floods, uncontrolled, bring devastation to the re b lands 
the lower reaches of the watersheds.

This is the largest number of new 
members ever elected to the legislature at one session.

Fields, of Hill county who served in the 25th legislature and af­ 
ter twenty-five years returns to the House. 
Lee Satterwhite of 
Carson was eletecd to the legislature from Freestone county in 
I SOT and after sixteen years cam e back to the House from Car­ 
son county in the Panhandle. 
Lee J. Rountree served in the 
House as chief clerk of the 25th, 2Bch and 27th House* from 1896 
to 1902 and com es as a member from Brazos and Grimes coun­ 
ties for a second term. Representative Rountree was the origi­ 
nal proposer of the autom atic electric voting machine now in­ 
st ailed and was a member of the com m ittee that installed the 
machine, the first in the south. The members of the committee 
were: C. E. Pinkie, of Hunt; John T. Smith, of Travis; ll. E. Fau- 
bian of Burnett ; C. D. Teer. of Williamson and Lee J. Rountree 
af Brazos. All c»f these members have been returned to the House 
without oppositon.
